THE 
LUNCH 
CAKT MUST GO. 


Mayor Quiiicy Startu the Bull a Rolling. 
From Providence to Worcester, from 


Worcester to Springfield, spread the lunch 
cart, and now it is a familiar sight in 
moat of the eastern cities, at least, and 
olsewhere, probably—a, legion of sidewalk 
restaurants sprung up within half a dozen 
years. The originator of the lunch cart is 
now developing quite a business in Spring- 
field manufacturing carts for sale, and 
there are concerns in Worcester and in 
other places also enzaged in making the 
wagons. That thny should be deemed an 
obstruction and nuisance in the public 
streets has not probaoly occurred to the 
people of this city. They come out only 
after the day's rush is over, and locate on 
side streets out of the way of interference 
with ordinary street trarttc. But if Mayor 
Quinc.v's action rinds wide imitation, the 
lunch, cart is doomed.—Springfield Union. 


NEW HAVKX, Jan. 31.—Professor A. W. 


Wright, who occupies the chair of experi- 
mental physios at Yale university, and is 
iu charge of the Sloane physical labora- 
tory, lias made successful experiments in 
photographing objects 
behind 
opaque 


bodies by the agency of cathode rays, in 
which Professor W. C. Kocntgeii uf Wurz- 
burjj, Germany, has 
ueizii reported to 


have achieved remarkable results. 


Professor Wright used in his experi- 


ments a tube- in which the exhaustion is 
carried to so high a point that the tension 
of the gas left In tliu tubo is measured by 
a few mlllionths of ordinary atmospheric 
pressure—tho so-called Crookcs' tube—and 
connected tho polos of an -induction coil 
in action.. The discharge from tho nega- 
tive electrode of such a tube gives th» 
cathode rays, which, it must be empha- 
sized, are almost non-luminous. 


Professor Wright's experiments were 


made with a gi'cat variety of substances, 
and it was found that strong impressions 
were obtained upon n photographic plate, 
even when it was enclosed in an opaque 
wrapping of black paper aud covered with 
a piue board half an inch thick. It was 
evident at the outset that the order of 
transparency of different subjects for the 
light rays was very different from that 
which is found with the cathode rays. 


Thus pieces of glass were more opaque 


to those rays than some of the metals or 
thau ebonite, which is perfectly opaque to 
luminous rays, but transmits the cathode 
rays with great freedom. 
Among the 


mesals aluminium id especially distin- 
guished, and in ono of the experiments of 
Professor Wright an aluminium medal 
left its impress on the piute so clearly as 
to show both tho design aud lettering. Iu 
this latter cuse the layer between the 
medal aud tho sensitive plato was abso- 
lutely opaquo'ebonite, which is tho sub- 
stance used by photographers to darken 
completely the plate-holder. 


In other experiments which were mado 


by Professor Wright, with pine board in- 
terposed, a closed paper box, coucaining 
aluminium grain weights, left a trace upon 
tiie plate which appeared as though the box 
was almost transparent, and tho weights 
themselves somewhat translucent.

Another paper bos: contained, imbedded 


in cotton, three small spheres, one of plat- 
inum, one of brass and one of aluminium. 
In this^ase, also, the box and cotton ap- 
peared so nearly trauspareut as to leave 
but a slight impression on the plate. Thu 
brass and the 'platinum spheres inter- 
cepted a large portion of the cathode rays, 
tha aluminium sphere a much smaller 
proportion.

Professor \V'right.'H experimcntB -were 


nuuie wioh a- tfreiic variety of aubscances, 
and ic was found that strong impressions 
were obtained upon a photographic plate, 
even whoa i& wus enclosed1 in an opaque 
wrapping of black paper and corerud wif.li 
a pine board half an inoh thiok. It was 
evident at tiie outset that the order oC 
transparency of diffureutisubjuuca for tho 
light rays was very different from thub 
which is found with the cathode rays. 


Thus pieces of gloss were more opaque 


to those ray a than some of tho metals or 
than ebonite, which is pct-footly opaque to 
luminous rays, but transmits tho cathode 
rays with, great freedom. 
Among the 


mesuls aluminium Is especially distin- 
guished, and in one o£ the experiments of 
Professor \VrighG an aluminium medal 
left Us impress on the pinto so cloarly us 
to show both tho design ttnd lettering. In 
this latter case the layer between tho 
medal aud tho sensitive plate was abso- 
lutely opaque ebonite, which is .the sub- 
stance used by photographers to darken 
completely the plate-holder. 


In other experiments which were made 


by Professor Wright, with pine board in- 
terposed,' H closed paper box, containing 
aluminium grain weights, left, a trace upon 
the plate which appeared as though the bos 
wasahnos^transpartjat. and the weights 
themselves somewhat translucent. 
An 


ordinary lead pencil, lylag near the box 
upon the interposed bourd, showed its 
graphite core by a darker trace in tho 
middle of the fainter impress of the wood 
of the pencil. 


A Severn Test. 


Another paper box contained,' imbedded 


in cottou, three small spheres, one of plat- 
inum, one of brass and one of aluminium. 
In this case, also, the box and cotton ap- 
peared so nearly transparent as to leave 
but a slight Impression on the plate. The 
brass aud the."platinum spheres inlrir- 
ceptod a largo portion of the cathode rays, 
the aluminium sphere u much smaller 
proportion. A number of Americad coins 
—silver, 
copper and 
nickel—produced 


strong Impressions, showing almost com- 
plete interuejitiou of the rays; but there 
were differences, the copper coins trans- 
mitting more than the .nickel, and the 
nickel more than the silver. 


In an earlier experiment; a somewhat 


thinner board or white wood was used, 
the phitoibeing wt-apped in black paper as 
before. On this board was laid a pocket- 
book of dark Russian leather, with several 
flaps of leather within, and containing 
seven cards, two of them thick. A num- 
ber of small coins-were slipped into the 
inside compartment of tho book, .which 
was then closed and laid on the board 
under the tube. On tho plate, when de- 
veloped, only a faint shading was lef: by 
the pocket-book, but the coins leftn strong 
and, definite fixture, showing with surpris- 
ing clearness their number and position 
in the book. 


A trace of Professor Wright's hand, 


which rested upon tho board during this 
experiment, was also strongly depicted. 
The outlines of tho hand were somewhac 
blurred, and in the palm faint traces of 
the passage of-the rays between the bones 
could.ba detected, but there was little oC 
the effect, reported by Professor llotmt- 
geii, of the greater distinctness of the im- 
pression made by tho bones. 


It may be said with regard to the pic- 


tures on the sensitive plates by these ex- 
periments that they have to the eye au 
appearance similar to those of shadows 
thrown by the object upon a surface when 
tho source of light is but a short distance 
away. If the object is but a short distance 
from the illuinluarod surface, tho imago 
is somewhab enlarged, also distorted it' tho 
rays fall obllqnuly, and the edgdg somu- 
whab blurred or diffused.. 


If the distance oC the tube is increased, 


or the interposed opaque layer is thinner, 
so that the subject experimented npou is 
brought quite near to the sensitive plate, 
then, tho outline of the picture is more 
fiharp and clear and the proportions are 
more nearly normal.
